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Engrossing Talk on Argentina Is 


Given by Armand Turonnet at Lions 


Club Luncheon Meeting Thursday 


Just recently Mr. and Mrs. Armand Turonnet. Palm Springs 
residents for a number of years, returned from Argentina where 
they had been living for a year and a half w hile the million-acre 
Pampas estate of an uncle of Turonnet's was being settled. 
Thus the 
Turonnets have really excellent first-hand knowledge of conditions 
in Argentina and of South America generally. 
Some of their observations were colorfully described in a talk 
made before Lions Club members at their luncheon meeting Thurs­ 
day noon at the Palm Springs Hotel by Turonnet. 
His address is as 
follows: 


ARGENTINA'S FUTURE 


C ontrary to the opinions of my 
friends (and the movies) A rgen­ 
tina is not just a land of tangos, 
fiestas and bullfights. Dancing is 
n o t any m ore popular in A rgen­ 
tina than in the U nited States, 
maybe less. You will not find the 
“Dine and Dance" roadside joints 
as you do here; and in the city 
of Buenos A ires at dances given 
by the better class you will find 
two orchestras playing alternate­ 
ly; one the "O rchestra Tipica” 
for tangos and the m ilonga; the 
other the “O rchestra Jazz” for 
fox trots, congas, rhum bas, etc. 
A t the fam ous night club “T abar­ 
is" the m ain stage is occupied 
by the jazz orchestra and direct­ 
ly overhead in a sort of balcony 
is the “O rchestra Tipica.” 
The 
principal attraction is the jazz 
orchestra and the U nited States 
floor show'. 
Fiestas 
As to fiestas; I never saw one 


the w ay our A m erican movies 
picture them . T heir picnics and 
barbecues are just ab o u t 
like 
ours only that a t their barbecues 
(called asados) 
they w ire 
th e 
whole lam b or piece of beef to an 
iron cross and build a fire along­ 
side of it, then keep turning th e 
meat tow ards th e fire in order 
to cook all sides. At a very big 
“asado” you w ould find a circle 
of crosses w ith the fire built in 
the middle. 
T h e 
big fiesta is 
“C arnival,” the pre-lental cele­ 
bration w hich is much th e sam e 
as New O rleans’ Mardi-Gras. 


Race 


Bull fights a re prohibited by 
law the same a s in th e United 
States. T hat custom left Argen­ 
tina w ith the colonial Spaniard. 
Nor is the Argentine to be con­ 
fused w ith C en tral and S o u t h 
American countries w here 
th e 
Negro and Indian elem ent has a 
definite influence on th e 
social 
and economical life of th ese coun-

tries. The A rgentine is racially 
and intellectually our equal. The 
only Indians are in the Andes on 
the Chilean frontiers and along 
the 
Bolivian 
and 
Paraguayan 
border. There is no Negro popu­ 
lation and the O riental problem 
is alm ost nil. A handful of J a ­ 
panese live in Buenos Aires and 
sort of control the cleaning and 
dyeing business. 
Standard of Living 
The A rgentines say that their 
population is of European im m i­ 
gration just as in the U n i t e d 
States, with this outstanding dif­ 
ference: W hereas in the U nited 
States the Anglo-Saxon European 
predom inates, in A rgentine the 
latin European im m igrant is in 
the m ajority. They claim a 97% 
Caucasian population; however, 
the standard of living on an av ­ 
erage is b d o w ours. 
S tarting 
w ith 
Buenos 
Aires 
w here every luxury and conven­ 
ience is available, one could trav ­ 
el through zones (except for a 
few cities) w here the standard of 
living becomes low er and low er 
until you reach the Andes w here 
life is alm ost prim itive. 
T h e 
larger p art of A rgentina lives u n ­ 
der conditions which existed here 
25 or 30 years ago. 
Argentina and the War 
Politically A rgentina is a dem ­ 
ocracy with a Constitution p at­ 
terned after ours w ith a few 
variations such as the Catholic 
church being subsidized by the 
governm ent and being the offi­ 
cial religion. However, there is 
absolute 
freedom 
of 
worship, 
speech and press. 
Speaking of freedom 
of 
the 
press. I have often been asked 
how 
th ey 
(A rgentinans) 
feel 
about 
the 
European 
war. 
It 
seems to me th a t opinions are di­ 
vided p retty nearly even w i t h 
possibly a sm all m ajority 
for 
England, especially since Russia 
has been invaded by G erm any. 
Both sides have their subsidized 
Spanish 
newspapers. 
For G er­ 
m any, “El Pompero, “El Censor” 
and others. 
For England “La 
P alabra Libre,” "Des File,” etc. 
Both sides are so ridiculous th at 
a child can see that th eir stories 
are nothing bu t cheap propa­ 
ganda. W hen the G erm an-spon­ 
sored papers tire a little of pick­ 
ing on England they start on us, 
such as saying, “A serious situa­ 
tion is developing in Mexico w ith 
thousands of young Am ericans 
th a t are running over th e border 
to evade the draft.” In order to 
g et the new s and public opinions 
one m ust read the big Buenos 
A ires dailies such as “La Prensa, 
“El M undo” and “La Nación,” 
etc. T hey are some of the big 
new spapers of the w orld, equip­ 
ped w ith direct w ires from U nit­ 
ed, Associated and International 
News. You get the latest new s at 
th e sam e tim e in Buenos A ires 
as you do in New York. Their 
editorials are food for thought in 
any m an’s country. The govern­ 
m en t has tried to rem ain neutral 
b u t it looks like from latest de­ 
velopm ents it is going to be com ­ 
pelled to take sides. 
Attitude Toward Us 
A nother 
question 
frequently 
asked is; How do they feel to­ 
w ard us and our good neighbor 
policy? I’m sorry to say “not too 
good,” so far. In the first place 
th ey resen t the fact th at w e call 
ourselves “Am ericans” ; they too 
a re Americans. To them we are 
U nited Statesans. Second, we are 
considered an im perialistic n a­ 
tion whose only interest in A r­ 
gentina is to m ake capitalistic in­ 
vestm ent there in order to sk^m 
th e cream off th e milk pan. 
I 
have yet to m eet the American, 
living in A rgentina who| does not 
directly o r indirectly express the 
desire to return to the United 
S tates 
as 
soon 
as 
he 
m akes 
enough money. A nd some of them 
a re foolish enough to let the A r­ 
gentines know it. 
Good Neighbor Policy 
A bout th e “good neighbor pol­ 


icy,” it looks to m e th at our gov­ 
ernm ent and the big export com­ 
panies (Ford, Swift, 
Goodyear) 
are 
overlooking a bet by not 
picking 
(instead 
of 
m en 
and 
women from New York, Chicago 
and the Middle West) intelligent 
people ffom our Southw est who 
already speak English and know 
Latin customs. For exam ple; In­ 
stead of sending Douglas Fair­ 
banks, Jr., on a good neighbor 
tour, w hy not pick Leo Carillo 
who speaks the language and is 
fam iliar w ith their customs. 
Agriculture 
Economically, A rgentina is, and 
will probably alw ays be, an ag­ 
ricultural country. It has little 
m ineral resources, hardly enough 
for its own needs. So the only 
export of any im portance is agri­ 
cultural such as grain, corn, lin­ 
seed, cattle and sheep (w ith their 
by-products; 
hides 
and 
wool). 
Therefore it m ust alw ays look 
tow ards the nations th at are im­ 
porters 
of 
these 
agricultural 
products and of course, w ill be 
forced 
to 
buy 
m anufactured 
goods in exchange for them , so 
th at 
our 
comm ercial 
relations 
w ith A rgentina w ill alw ays be 
limited. 
In conclusion let me 
repeat 
w hat I said in the beginning: 
That A rgentina is racially and 
intellectually our equal. It could 
be com pared to a grow ing child 
th at som e day may reach m an­ 
hood who w ill dem and and com­ 
pel us to recognize it as an equal, 
and not one of our little brothers 
to the south that needs protec­ 
tion.

For very little longer will 
members of the Palm Springs 
Company of the State Guard bo 
forced to drill with make-shift 
weapons. 
Commander 
Harold 
Lienau yesterday received word 
from Major Leland Yost, 
com ­ 
mander of the Third Battalion 
with headquarters at Indio, that 
the rifles have been requisition­ 
ed. Commander Lienau said they 
may even now be on the way. 
The rifles are 1917 model Lee- 
Enfields. the standard British 
Army rifle and excellent wea­ 
pons. Many of the guns were 
manufactured in the U n i t e d 
States for use of the American 
Army in the last World War. 
Lienau said it is understood the 
local company also will get am­ 
munition. It is expected that 95 
rifles will be sent here. This is to 
be the full strength of the Palm 
Springs company. 
Need Side Arms 
Because the government does 
not furnish side arms for officers 
of the guard units. Commander 
Lienau has asked if there might 
be local people willing to lend 
either .38 or .45 caliber revolvers 
or automatics for this purpose. 
The guns would be receipted for 
and insured against loss or dam­ 
age. About six of them are necd- 
Lienau also emphasized that 
any men contemplating joining 
the State Guard group should do 
so now before the rifles arrive so 
that they can benefit by rifle 
training right from the start 
He also disclosed that Father 
Michael O’Connor, popular pastor 
of Our Lady of Solitude Catholic 
church here, has been asked to be 
chaplain for the entire battalion.

Corrects Statement 
That All Building 
Must Be Stopped 
Donald Nelson, head of SPAB, 
has recently retracted the state­ 
ment that all building must stop, 
according to information received 
by managers of local lumber 
yards. 
The building Industry is the 
second largest, surpassed only by 
agriculture. It employs seven mil­ 
lion directly and about eight mil­ 
lion more are employed in close­ 
ly related industries that depend 
heavily upon building for their 
existence. 
Home building requires a very 
insignificant amount of. critical 
materials. Government statistics 
show that to build 600,000 homes 
costing $6000 each would require 
only 1.3 percent of the available 
steel, 2.5 percent of the available 
zinc, 4.3 percent of the available 
copper, and 5 to 10 percent of the 
available lead. Substitutes can 
further reduce these amounts, 
and the fact that homes average 
less than $6000, will require even 
less material. Then. too. the larg­ 
est percentage of metal required 
is that of lead, and, in placing it 
under priority last week, SPAB 
announced, “no shortage is an­ 
ticipated in this product. Thus 
it would seem that home building 
can continue without injury to 
the defense program. 
About 15 percent of the nation­ 
al production is now devoted to 
defense, it will not be over 25 
percent next year, and it will be 
1943 before 50 percent of produc­ 
tion can be shifted to defense 
work. Heavy curtailment of all­ 
metal consumer products should 
readily meet the present needs of 
defense and there is nothing to 
be gained in shutting down the 
building industry that uses 
a 
small amount of critical materials 
in order to accumulate them for 
use at a much later date. 
Local dealers in building mate­ 
rials can secure a priority rating 
and will continue to meet the 
home building needs of our com­ 
munity.

Family In Taxes 


By June 30, 1942, the federal 
deficit probably will be 61 bil­ 
lion dollars, four times as much 
as four years ago, and 61 times 
as much as at the beginning of 
World W ar No. 1, said N. Brad­ 
ford Trenham, in a speech be­ 
fore the Riverside-San Bernar­ 
dino counties unit of the Califor­ 
nia Newspaper Publishers Asso­ 
ciation at the La Posado Hotel 
in Redlands, Tuesday evening. 
Trenham is an official of the 
California Taxpayers League. 
Carl Barkow, president of the 
unit, represented The Desert Sun 
at the meeting. Barkow presided. 
It is estimated the federal gov­ 
ernment will spend 24Vfe billion 
dollars this fiscal year, said Tren­ 
ham, half of which will be raised 
by taxation and the other half to 
be borrowed. Of these 12 billions, 
the state of California must pay 
between 6 and 7%, or approxi­ 
mately 750 million dollars. ’ Ad­ 
ded to state and local go' ¿rnment 
taxes, California taxpayers will 
pay one and a half billion dol­ 
lars this year, an average of $2.00 
per day for every family in the 
state. 
The speaker told of the excel­ 
lent work of the economy bloc in 
the state legislature who consis­ 
ten t^ and successfully opposed 
all new tax legislation during the 
1939 regular session and the spe­ 
cial sessions of 1940, with the re­ 
sult that the former huge deficit 
will be wiped out by June, 1942, 
and the state will then have a 
surplus. State expenditures are 
40 million dollars less this bien­ 
nium than during the preceding 
biennium. 
The state can very 
well reduce taxes in the next 
session, or permit a huge surplus 
to accumulate unless new ex­ 
penditures are voted by the legis­ 
lature or the people. 
Trenham stated that state and 
local government expenses and 
federal non-defense expenditures 
must be drastically reduced so 
that the people can carry the 
cost of national defense.

$359,000 to Be 


Raised In County 


By Auto Use Tax 


Motorists of Riverside county, 
including resident car owners of 
Banning, will pay approximately 
$99,500 to the Collector of Inter­ 
nal revenue in Federal $5 use 
tax on all motor vehicles which 
becomes effective February 
1, 
1942. 
The initial payment, covering 
the period between February 1 
and the start of the Federal fis­ 
cal year of July 1, has been pro­ 
rated and announced as $2.09, ad­ 
vises the Automobile 
Club 
of 
Southern California. 
The above assessment to coun­ 
ty motorists is based on approxi­ 
mate car registration figures re­ 
leased by the license bureau of 
the automobile club. 
For the first full fiscal year, 
July 1, 1942, to June 30, 1943, car 
owners of this county will be as­ 
sessed 
approximately 
$359,000. 
Motorists of all 13 Southern Cali­ 
fornia counties will pay an ag­ 
gregate of $9.000,000 in Federal 
use tax during 1942-43, and $3,­ 
767,000 during the February-to- 
June “short” fiscal year. 
Applications for the "short” 
fiscal year payment will be mail­ 
ed shortly after the first of the 
year, while the full year applica­ 
tions will be forwarded to car 
owners about June 1, 1942.
